Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
PCT/FR00/02177, filed on July 28, 2000. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to because the block pertaining elements (20, 30. 40, 
50, 60 and 70) in Figure 2 and (110, 120, 130, 140, 150, 160 and 170) in Figure 3 need 
to have descriptive labels in conformance with 37 CFR 1 .84(n) and 1 .84(o). For 
example, a descriptive label of "PSK Modulator" should be inserted into Figure 2 to 
properly describe element (20). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
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appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency.

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract is not limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet and "Fig. 2" 
should be deleted. 



6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 5, line 
27, "invention;" should be "invention; and". Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 -6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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In claim 1, line 1, "Spectrum" should be "A spectrum"; line 10, "this" should be 
"the"; and lines 29-30, the phrase "packets of ... are restored." should be deleted since 
it repeats the same statement of lines 28 and 29. 

In claim 2, line 1 , "Process" should be "The process". 

In claim 3, line 1 , "Transmitter" should be "A transmitter"; line 4, "these" should be 
"the"; line 7, "a set" should be "the set"; and line 15, "this" should be "the". 
In claim 4, line 1 , "Transmitter" should be "The transmitter". 
In claim 5, line 1 , "Receiver" should be "A receiver" and line 3, "of should be 

"for". 

In both claim 3 and claim 5, all the phrases "means of should be "means for". 
In claim 6, line 1 , "Receiver" should be "The receiver". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are directly related to process claims, Applicants are suggested 
to use the proper format in process claims. 
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In claim 1 (lines 3, 6, 21 and 26), claim 4 (lines 1-2), claim 5 (line 7-8), and claim 
6 (lines 1-2), the phrases "the data", "the received signal", "operation iii)", and "the 
means process packets of successive symbols" all lack antecedent basis. 

In claim 1, lines 8-9, the phrase "the symbols sent are found and the data are 
restored" is not understood. 

In claim 3 (line 6) and claim 5 (line 5), it is unclear what is the word "it" 
represents. 

In claim 4 and 6, the claimed subject matter of "means process ... in serial and in 
parallel" is indefinite or in conflict according to the invention, it processes either in serial 
or in parallel only, but not both. 

In claim 5, line 5, the phrase "these symbols" is not understood. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 1 -6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to show or suggest the transmission of generating a set of 
successive different pseudo-random sequences having successive packets in each 
symbol and spreading the successive symbols of the packets with the successive 
pseudo-random sequences respectively prior the correlation of the transmission signal 
in the reception.

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yuen et al. and Onggosanusi et al. are related to a CDMA 
system comprising a transmitter for transmitting and data with chip sequences to 
generate a transmitted signal and a receiver for correlating the transmitted signal with 
the chip sequences.
